How to Plant 
A Fruit Tree 


Dig the hole large enough to accommo- 
date the roots without crowding. Cultivate 
one pound of bone meal into the bottom of 
the hole. Set the tree so that the graft is 
at least an inch above the level of the soil. 
Remove all broken roots. Then fill in with 


peat moss and. top soil around them. When 


the hole is half filled with soil, pour in a 
bucket of water which will help to firm the 
soil around the roots, and provide mois- 


/ ture. After the water has penetrated, the 
“hole can be filled level with the ground. 


Tramp the new soil firmly, and water again. 


When planting fruit trees provide for a 
depression around the tree to catch water. 
Water once per week until the tree is in 


full leaf. Then water twice per month. In. 


the summer you can mulch the tree with 
well decomposed: manure. 


Be suresyour fruit trees are trimmed 
during the winter months, and sprayed with 
Lime Sulphur or Bordo Mixture.

How to Plant 
Roses 


Roses will grow in almost any kind of 


soil and in most locations if properly 
pruned and ready to plant. 


We recommend planting about 3 to 4 
feet apart in order to have plenty of 
room to work around the bush. 


Dig a hole deep and broad enough so 
the roots will spread naturally without 
crowding. Mix the soil that is removed 
from the hole with one pound bone meal 
for each bush, and after placing the bush 
in the hole, fill in with the mixed soil.

All are 
hardy in Southern California.
